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DETAILED ACTION 

Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 5/7/2004 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of any 
patent granted on Application number 10/092,336 has been reviewed and is accepted. 
The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to Claim 1 , the prior art of record taken along or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious forming a micro-asperity pattern on the thin resin film by 
pressing the outer circumferential surface of the die unit against the thin resin film with 
pressurizing means while rolling the die unit on the thin resin film, in combination with 
the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

As to Claim 10, the prior art of record taken along or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a pressurizing mechanism for pressing the outer 
circumferential surface of the die unit against the thin resin film in such a manner that 
the die unit can rotate about the rotation axis, wherein a micro-asperity pattern is formed 
on the thin resin film as the die unit rolls on the thin resin film while being pressed 
against the thin resin film, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 
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As to Claim 18, the prior art of record taken along or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious exhausting means for exhausting a gas from the airtight 
chamber prior to an operation that a micro-asperity pattern is formed on the thin resin 
film as the die unit rolls on the thin resin film while being pressed against the thin resin 
film, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

The reasons for allowance of Claims 19-21 are stated in the Office action mailed 
2/26/2004. 

The cited reference D'amato discloses the use of conventional process such as 
light exposure and development to form a surface relief pattern, and it fails to disclose 
the use of a photosensitive resin thin film within the meaning of the present invention.
